SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—G. W. 
Wilderman has a patemt on a flouring mill 
ard am interest in a tract of land near 
Ensenada, Mex. With these two posses- 
sions he proposes to revolutionize the 
work life of the Christian public by es- 
tablishing a co-operative society 
entirely of professed and tried Christians. 
The plan is an elaborate one. The or- 
ganization is to be known as the World’s 
Christian Co-operative Society, and is to 
be incorporated upder the laws of Caljfor- 
nia. 

Each individual joining the society is 
to pay $100. This money is to be used 
in developing mining lands to be pur- 
chased, building and operating flour mills, 
and, in Bay delving in every business 
known the people of the world. In 
order Pa the society may have some 
substantial ground upon which to begin 
business G. W. Wilderman and William 
M. Crindle have each donated 10,000 acres 
of land in Lower California to the society.

ONCE MORE. 


The Eastern Overland 
Held Up. 


Robbers Foree the Express 
Door Open. 
Finding They Cannot Get into the 


Big Safe They Give Up 
the Job. 


They Then Make Off with the Engine, 
Which is Abandoned and Which 
Arrives at Lodi All by 
Itself.

STOCKTON, March 8.—The train known 
as the European Mail, which came through 
this city as special No. 3, was held up 
near Castle Switch, about four miles from 
this city, at 10:20 o’clock tonight. The 
robbers, of whom there were three, got 

nothing. 

The first news of the hold-up was 
brought to Stocktom by F. L. Sedgeley, a 
brakeman on the train. He came on the 
Oregon Express, which passed through 
Stockton shortly after the European Mail, 
and ‘backed into Stockton from the scene 
of the robbery. Sedgeley said: 

“It was 10:20 o’clock, and in the neigh- 
borhood of Castle Switch that the train 
came to a stop. I was in one of the rear 
cars, and thinking it was a hold-up, got 
off immediately. When I 
ground I heard several shots ahead, and 
instantly started back to flag the Oregon 
Express whiéh I knew would be coming 
alorg soon. I met the express a short 
distance from the city limits and came 
back aboard it. I don’t know whether the 
robbers got any money or not.” 

The express was held until a posse of 
officers could be formed. Sheriff Cunning- 
ham was in Sacramento and Deputy Rob- 
inson assumed charge. He was accompan- 
ied by PolHce Officers Carroll and Burn- 
ham, and Deputy Sheriff Black. The train 
pulled out shortly after midnight with the 
officers, who intended to get off in the 
neighborhood of the robbery and scour the 
country for the robbers. Word had already 
been received by telegraph that the rob- 


tached tthe engine and started toward Lodi 
on it, 
town. 
FULL PARTICULARS. 
Full. particulars of the robbery were re- 
ceiyed from Lodi by telephone after the 
express train had left here. The engine 
of the European Mail rolled into Lodi 
at 11:05 o’chock, going very slowly with 
no one abcard, and registering but forty 
pounds of stcam. George Andrews, the 
engineer of a freight tralin that was lying 
there waiting for the overland to pass, got 
aboard and stopped her. A stick of dyna- 
mite was found on te seat in the cab, and 
it was apparent chat there had been a hold- 
up. Lodi officers took the engine of the 
frdight train and went after the train that 
belonged to the unmanned engine, wh!ch 
is No. 1718. The got back to Lodi with 
the train at 12:15, and it proceeded north 
with its own engine. 
ENGINEER'S STORY. 

The story of the holdup as told by 
Engineer Ingles of the train is as follows: 

„A Short distance south of Castle Switch 
myself and Fireman House were startled 
by a man who crawled over the tender and, 
pointing a pistol at our heads, ordered 
us to stop the train. He was masked. I 
stopped the engine, and the fellow then 
ordered us to get off, which we did. Two 
other masked men ‘were standing on the 


| ground waiting to receive us. They or- 


dered us to walk back to the express car, 
which we dd. After we had reached the 
express car the men told me to instruct 
the miessenger to open the door, as they 
had dynamite and would blow it up if the 
door was not opened. I told the messenger 
this and he opened the door and then shut 
it again, after which he fired two shots at 
the robbers. A passenger stuck his head 
out of one of the windows and one of the 
robbers fired a shot at him. 

“The men threatened again to blow the 
car to pieces with dynamite, if it was not 
opened, and the express messenger then 
complied with their demand. The men 
got inside, taking us with them, and ran- 
sacked the car. All the money was in 
the big safe and they did not try to open 
it. They got nothing whatever. After 
satisfying themselves that there was noth- 
ing of value outside of the safe, and that 
it was securely locked, they jumped out 
of the car and went ahead to the engine 
again, taking us with them. 

Reaching the engine the men uncoupled 
it from the train and firing some shots 
in the direction of the passenger cars to 
scare their occupagts, I suppose, pulled 
the throttle and the brake and started 
toward Lodi. A brakeman was sent back 
to Stockton by the conductor to flag the 
Oregon Express, which was soon to come 
along, and we waited until the engine 
came from Lodi.” 

A tramp who was stealing a ride on 
the blind baggage is the only person who 
can give a description, other than general, 
of any of the robbers. He stated at Lodi 
that when the train stopped he saw one 
of the robbers without his mask on. The 
fellow spoke to the tramp and told him 
if he opened his head he would lose it. 
The tramp wisely kept still, but he noted 
that the robber who had issued the warn- 
ing was about 5 feet 10 inches in height, 
and that he wore a black coat, woolen 
shirt and blue necktie. 

The tramp was made to walk to the ex- 
press car with the engineer and fireman. 
He heard one of the robbers say that they 
had a buggy in which they could ride off 
after leaving the engine.

STARTLING STATEMENT. 


Another Will of Senator Fair’s is in 
Existence. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—(Special 
Dispatch.) James G. Fair made a will 
which no person connected with his estate 
has ever seen.“ 

Such was the startling statement made 
today by one of the executors of the dead 
Senator’s estate. It is a statement that 
promises to carry new confusion (nto the 
legal camp of Charles Fair. 

Not the feast embarrassing subject of 
consultation among the attorneys for 
Charles Fair has been the wills of Senator 
Fair, other than the one which was filed 
for probate and which the son proposes to 
contest. With Charlies Fair it is an im- 
portant coneideration to know the con- 
tents of these other wills. 

Executors and heirs, interested in main- 
taining the will on file, occupy a position 
of great advantage. They have in their 
possession or under their control other 
wilis of Senator Fair, unless, perhaps, the 
one will referred to in the startling speech 
of the executor. 

Charles Fair now occupies such a posi- 
tion that he scarcely knows which way to 
turn. He has before him only one will, 
to which he objects, and which he wishes 
set aside. Beyond that everything is in 
darkness. 

As to the contents of the wills in posses- 
sion of the executors, something is known. 
There was a well-founded story when Sen- 
ator Fair died of a holographic will by 
which he had made an equal division of 
his estate among his three children. But 
now comes one of the executors with the 
story of still another will. 
tents or whereabouts of that will noth- 
ing is said. “It will all be known in 
time.“ said the executor, but further than 
that he would not go. 

There is another matter of interest in 
their Fair estate to engage Judge Slack’s 
attention tomorrow. It. is the application 
of Warren & Malley: for a partial pay- 
ment on account of their contract for im- 
proving Fair’s property at North Beach. 
The special administrators have evinced a 
desire to escape this contract, which in- 
volves the expenditure of at least $1;000,- 
000. The evasion means damage suits and 
interesting litigation as a side show to 
the will contest. Surely there are lively 
times ahead for the heirs of Fair. Al- 
ready there twenty-six attorneys in the 
case, with more to come. 


BREACH OF PROMISE. 


BROUGHT BY A LOS ANGELES 
WOMAN. 


She Relates the Story of Her Wrongs 
and Claims Damages for Them 
in the Sum of Fifty Thou- 


SAN “JOSE; Murch 8+-Marie Wilson, a 
young lady who resides with her mother 
in Los Angeles, has commenced an action 
in this city against P. T. Burroughs, a 
traveling man, to recover $50,000 damages 
for breach of promise.

The story of her wrongs, as related by 


the young lady, is that Burroughs, who is 
a rather fine-looking man with an air of 
prosperity and gentility, visited the South- 
ern city and made her acquaintance, and a 
mutual attachment sprang up. In April of 
last year he sued for and received her 
promise of marriage. Soon after his busi- 
mess called him East, and for a while he 
wrote very loving letters to his promised 
bride. Presumably, however, some other 
far charmer crossed his path, and his let- 
ters grew more frigid. At last he re- 
quested to be released from his promise of 
marriage. Marie did not want to sever 
the contract, but agreed to meet him in 
San Francisco to discuss matters. Here 
Burroughs secured a room and concealed 
witnesses therein. He then had a con- 
ference there with the young lady, and 
tried to have her make some proposition 
that would give him grounds for a charge of 
blackmail. Miss Wilson did not take the 
bait, and the meeting was fruitless. Bur- 
rougs’s business called him 
State, never stopping more than two or 
three days in one town, and Marie stuck 
to his trail. About a week ago Burroughs 
came to this city and commenced an en- 
gagement as auctioneer in a leading jew- 
elry store. A few days later Marie and 
ner mother came to town, and yesterday, 
having despaired of the fickle lover re- 
penting, the suit was commenced. Miss 
Wilson says she does not want the money; 
she wants Burroughs. Burroughs claims 
she wants to blackmail him. 


DANA ARRESTED. 


Released Later on His Own Recogni- 
zance. 

NEW YORK, March 8.—United States 
District Attorney McFarlane, with certi- 
fied copies of the indictments against 
Charles A. Dana and William Laffan and 
a bench warrant issued by Judge Cole of 
Washington for the arrest of the two men. 
appeared before Commissioner Shields this 
afternoon and made oath, according to his 
belief, that the persons named were both 
guilty of criminal libel upon Frank B. 
Noyes of the Washington Star. 

Commissioner Shields immediately is- 
sued the necessary warrants and they 
were placed in the hands of United States 
Marshal McCarty for execution.

The Terrible Trial in 
Minneapolis. 


First Vote of the Jury Was 
Unanimous, 


It Found that Harry Hayward In- 
cited Blixt to Kill Miss 


Ging. 


Facts of the Murder, Which is Shown 
to be One of the Most Diabolical 
in All the Annals of 
Crime. 


(The murder of Catherine Ging, a 
milliner of Minneapolis, occurred Decem- 
ber 3, 1894. When her body was found 
a bullet wound was in the head and the 
skull had been fractured by some blunt 
instrument. 
as an intimate friend of Harry Hayward, 
who has, as shown by the dispatches be- 
low, been found guilty of inciting Blixt 
to murder her. Her life was inured in 
his favor. The suspicion aroused by this 
induced a brother of Harry Hayward to 
declare that Harry had planned the murder 
and that the latter had tried to induce him 
to participate in it. Suspicion also fell on 
one Blixt, janitor of a flat, who, on being 
accused, confessed that he had killed Miss 
Ging but said that Harry Hayward had 
made all the arrangements and forced 
him (Blixt) to carry them out. On this 
statement Harry Hayward was arrested 
and charged with the murder of Miss Ging. 
The trial has lasted seven weeks at Min- 
neapolis and has resulted, as stated below, 
in the jury returning a verdict finding 
Harry Hayward guilty as charged.)

MINNEAPOLIS, March 8.—‘In 
hours I will be a free man.“ 

Thus said Harry Hayward today, and in 
less than three hours a jury of his peers 
gave the lie to his. words and placed its 
seal upon the word “guilty. 25 

With the same immovable stollidity 
with which he had watched the trial of 
his case, the prisoner received the verdict 
of the jury. There was not a shadow of 
a change in color, not the relaxation of a 
single muscle, no visible collapse or sign 
of any emotion; ever the same cynical and 
sneering indifference. According to the 
statutes of the State of Minnesota only

one fate can await Harry Hayward—td be 


hanged by the neck until he is dead. 
Neither the jury nor the judge could alter 
the sentence, no matter how strongly in- 
clined they might be toward leniency. 
For murder in the first degree the law 
provides only one penalty. Judge and jury 
alike are but the agents of the State for 
the execution of that law. as 

At the request of counsel for the de- 
fense the pronouncing of the sentence was | 
deferred until next Monday morning, but 
the verdict of the jury has made the sen- 
tence of Harry Hayward as certain as 
though the judge had already an- 
nounced it. 3 

CLOSING ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Erwin finished his argument for the 
defense today. 

He pointed out that the loan Hayward 
made Miss Ging had not been attacked 
except by the word of Claus Blixt. The 
validity of this loan was a citadel of de- 
tense. It was evident that had the pol'ce 
machine been properly set in motion the 
history surrounding Miss Ging's benavior 
would have been solved in a in a manrer 
consistent with the noble character of the 
girl, and an “innocent man been releaved 
from the charge under which he now 
rests.“ In closing he said this wis the 
most monstrous persecution in history. 

“If you are, in obedience to the pres- 
sure brought on you, to tear down all the 
rules of law; if fananticism and the mon- 
strosity of this alliance between the per- 


jurer and the murderer are to influence 


you, then tell your artisans to remove 
from all our domes the statue of justice. 
Tell them to put in her place a figure of 
the hag of hell. Take down your flag, 
the flag of your republic, the red and 
white and blue. Take it down—the old 
flag of freedom, and bid your officers rear 
in its place that polished, black face of 
hellish perjury. 

“You, gentlemen of the jury, you are in 
the hands of God, no power can mar or 
overthrow your verdict. Beware that you 
do not betray the conscience of the na- 
tion.“ 

JUDGE’S CHARGE. 

It took Judge Seagrave Smith forty 
minutes to read his charge to the jury. 
He declared that the verdict must be 
guilty as charged, or not guilty. If the 
defendant was guilty the cnme was pre- 
meditated. The Judge intimated that 
there could be no verdict of guilty less 
than murder in the first degree. He then 
explained the reasonable-doubt theory at 
great length. He continued: 

“To what extent the defense has dis- 
credited Blixt’s testimony is for you, 
gentlemen, to say. They say his testi- 
mony was conflicting, and you have a 
right to take into consideration the con- 
dition of Blixt’s mind that night. It is 
necessary for you to be satisfied that Blixt 
killed Miss Ging; second, that Hayward 
incited him. 

“If, when you retire, yeu are satisfied 
that Blixt killed the girl, you may pro- 
ceed; if not, do not consider the verdict 
further. But if Harry did incite, as 
charged, your verdict will be guilty. 

“The State is not relying on circum- 
‘stantial eviderce, but has the positive 
testimony of Blixt that he killed Miss 
Ging, and the positive statement of Adry 
Hayward a few, days before the murder 
that Harry said he was going to kill. This 
testimony is also supported, as it must be. 
by much circumstantial evidence. You 
must decide how far this evidence is 
worthy of credence and how. far it is cor- 
roborative. The testimony of any acccm- 
plice must be accepted with extreme care.” 

In judging of the credibility of these 
witnesses the jury is entitled to consider 


| their attitude on the stand, and reason- 
: ableness of their statements and the con- 


diton under which they testified. If it 


* 


Miss Ging had been known" 


was believed that any witness had testi- 
fled falsely it was at liberty to discard his 
evidence, except wherein corroboration of 
other reliable sources established its eredi- 
bility. If it was apparent that any wit- 
ness was possessed of ill feeling against 
the accused, that also might be taken in 
consideration. If the jury found that any 
witness had given the testimony on 4 
promise of immunity from punishment 
that also must be carefully weighed. 

This case was to be tried on the same 
principles precisely as any criminal casé, 
nO matter how slight its importance. The 
jury had nothing to do with the punish- 
ment to be inflicted. No attention was 
to be paid to the utterances of attorneys 
on either side except as based on the tes- 
timomy, but when the evidence was 
Placed in the jury's hands it was the duty 
of the jury to decide, after weighing # 
carefully, whether it was sufficient to sus- 
tain the charge against the defendant. 

It was perfectly satisfactory to both 
sides, and no exceptions were noted. The 
ruling passion in Harry Hayward was 
strong in the presence of death. He placed 
a bet of $10 this morning that a verdict 
of acquittal would be reached inside of 
two hours. 

The court adjourned until 2 o'clock. It 
is believed in the case of a verdict of not 
guilty’’ there will be rioting. There is no 
way in which Hayward can be taken from 
the courtroom except through the crowd, 
and rumors of violence are heard. 

THE VERDICT. 

When Judge Smith arrived he issued 
strict orders to admit no one, and the in- 
junction was religiously observed. Kobler, 
the County Clerk, asked in a tremulous 
voice whether the jury had agreed upom 
a verdict, and Neil MeNeil, the foreman, 
stood up. His face was ghastly im fte 
color, and there was not a man on the 
jury unaffected by the intense gravity of 
the situation. 

We have agreed, said McNeil in a voice 
that was scarcely audible, and a. folded 
piece of paper that meant life or death 
to the accused was handed to the clerk. 

Judge Smith looked over the document 
first and returned it to Clerk Kobler. 

We, the jury, find the prisoner guilty,” 
he read. 

Every eye was turned toward the con- 
demned man There was nothing in his 
face to indicate that he had heard a word 
of it. He threw his head back as the 
word “guilty’’ was pronounced. but it was 
only to adjust his collar. He did not 
change color by a single shade. Twice he 
coughed—that strange, hard, metallle 
cough that has beem heard so often in the 
last few weeks. Then, looking around at 
the crowd, he raised his eyebrows inquir- 
ingly, as though to ask What next?” 

During the polling of the jury he listened 
with evident interest to.the answers, 
though what they might say could signify 
nothing to him. The expression on his 
face was one of indignation rather thap 
any other sentiment. 

Judge Smith then thanked the jury for 
their labors in connection with the case. 
When the court announced that sentence 
would be deferred until Monday morning, 
Hayward was evidently pleased. He ex- 
pressed the opinion while being removed 
from the courtroom that the verdict was 
an outrage and that he was a long way 
from the hangman yet. 

Albert Hall, the Assistant County Attor- 
ney, réceived the verdict in a manner that 
said as plainly as words: I knew it.” 

When he arose to move an immediate 
sentence, Hayward half laughed and then 
glowered at the State’s lawyer in an en- 
raged manner. He feels a keen dislike 
for Hall on account of certain early in- 
dictments in the case, and has lost no op- 
N to make this plain. 


BACK TO JAIL. 


At 2:45 p.m. Hayward was taken down 


stairs and led back to jail under a strong 
police guard. In the belief that trouble 
might occur im the case of a verdict exone- 
rating Hayward, a force ef determined offi- 
cers had been detailed to duty 
at the courtroom and  “°vyicinity. An 
immense crowd awaited the  pris- 
oner’s coming. He grinned at the 
mob as it pushed forward over the pave- 
ment toward him, and # is doubtful 
whether Harry Hayward would have re- 
gretted an opportunity to mix matters 
with some of the noisest. He was taken 
across the street gp a trot, with the yelling 
multitude at his heels. 

‘‘Good-by, Harry, old boy,” cried one 
of the men at the top of his veice. ““You're 
a dead duck.” | 

“Not yet, said Hayward; “not quite 
a dead duck yet. 

Matters Hoked threatening for a time. 
The officers massed around their prisoner 
determinedly, and there would have been 
serious trouble had any effort been made 
to attack him. The entrance to the jail 
was at last reached and a side dodge sent 
a dozen members of the crowd flying in 
different directions. Whatever the dem- 
onstration may have meant, it resulted in 
nothing. Hayward was safely lodged in 
his cell. 

In the courtroom after the jurcrs were 
discharged, dozens of friends crowded 
around the men, and there was an old- 
fashioned reunion. No restriction re- 
mained on the jury and they were willing 
to tell about the deliberations from the 
moment of retiring. It was learned that 
on the first vote taken, an unanimous ver- 
dict of guilty was reached. This vote was 
not taken until after dinner. There was 
not the shadow of dispute as o what the 
verdict should be. It took but a moment 
to clear the courtroom. 
that sentence would be deferred until 
Monday morning, Judge Smith left the 
bench. The jurymen were conducted to 
the clerk’s office, where, they were paid 
their fees for seven weeks’ service and 
then returned to the hotel. Samuel Dyer, 
whose illness came near compelling a new 
trial of the case, will not De aken home 
until tomorrow morning. During the las: 
few days he has taken a turn for the 
better. 

At the request of the attorneys for the 
defense, none of the prisoner’s relatives 
were in the room when the verdict was 
read. Mr. and Mrs. Hayward, the pris- 
oner’s parents, were prostrated at the 
end of the morning session. Al through 
the progress of the trial they have stoud 
the strain well, but the nearness of the 
end was too much for them ‘o contem- 
plate. Adry Hayward has not bea in 
court for the last week. He has been at 
various places in the city, still in the 
company of a deputy sheriff, but 
avoided the vicinity of the courtroom, 

\ A JUST SENTENCE. 

For two hours after the verdict had 
been announced, a crowd remained dis- 
cussing the case on the sidewalks and 
about the courthouse and jail. Ihe unan- 
imous opinion seemed to be that the ver- 
dict was a just one, and that truta had 
prevailed. 

Ic is understood that the indisposition 
of Mr. Erwin is really serious. After the 
close of his address this morning, he col- 
lapsed, and for two hours was almost un-

RECENT EARTHQUAKE. 


PROVES TO BE A VERITABLE 
TERROR AT SEA. 


— — 


Bolief that it Produced a New Island 


or Annihilated One—Experience 
of the Schooner Volante 
with the Seas.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—The re- 
cent earthquake which was reported as 
having disturbed the inhabitants of Men- 
docino proved to be a veritable terror at 
sca, according to the stories told by the 
crews of the schooners Volante and C. T. 
Hill, which have just arrived from that 
section of the coast. 

The theory arrived at by the hydro- 
graphie officers, based upon the reports 
made by the skippers, is that the temblor 
Was caused by some gigantic eruption at 
sea, and the probabilities are that news will 
arrive before long to the effect that some 
new island has sprung up in mid-ocean 
or that one has msteriously disappeared. 

The Volante was holding up to a stiff 
brevze about 502 miles off the Mendocinio. 
coast, in the vicinity of Shelter Cove, when 
she encountered the shake-up. It took 
place a few minutes before 1 o’clock in 
ihe morning of March 1. The sea had 
been calm all right, but the breeeze kept 
up well, and there was nothing to indi- 
cate that anything unusual was about to 
happen. The first warning of the earth- 
aiiake came in the form of a deafening 
ruar which seemed to rise out of the sea. 
In an instant the ocean was lashed into 
a mass of foam, and in spots it rose in 
great geyser-like columns. The schooner 
stopped with a crash, just as if she had 
struck upon a rock, andethen shook like 
an aspen for fully two minutes. Every 
timber and bolt groaned and creaked, and 
it was thought for a moment that she was 
Cong down. Those on deck were knocked 
down as though they had been shot.

The Suffrage Bill is Killed 
in the Senate. 


Senator Martin Thinks that Gov. 
Budd Should be Locked Up 
in a Cell. 
Motion to Adjourn Sine Die Next 
Thursday—’’Fossils”’ of the North 
vs. Vone-Lungers“ of the 
South.

SACRAMENTO, March 8.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Woman Suffrage Bill received 
a black eye in the Senate today, the bill 
being defeated by 22 to 13. On recom- 
mendation a lengthy debate was held, cov- 
ering much the same ground as that iu 
the Assembly at the time of the passage 
of the bill. Senator McGowan delivered 
the most impressive of speeches. Though 
the bill was lost there still remains the 
constitutional amendment, which some 
profess to think will carry, and also one or 
two bills granting limited suffrage. 

Gov. Budd’s message relating to the 
Board of Charities, which was read in the 
Assembly last night, was read in the Sen- 
ate today, and met a very cool reception. 
Senator Martin (Dem.) said it was a most 
asinine measure. He thought the Gov- 
ernor should be locked up in a cell. 

The Senate has resolved to adjourn sine 
die next Thursday, and it is believed tho 
House will concur. 

There was a lively incident in the As- 
sembly today when Mr. Reid of Trinity 
cast a slur on Mr. Bulla’s motives for op- 
posing the appropriations for Northern 
California institutions. Mr. Bulla rose to 
a question of privilege and denied the al- 
legation and defied the allegator. His ref- 
erence to “fossilized men of the moun- 
tains of the North“ raised Mr. Read's ire, 
and he said he would rather be that than 
a “one-lunger’’ from the South, where 
every man with two lungs is compelled 
to leave the State. 

The Governor has vetoed the Bulla biil 
removing the limitation as to the time of: 
actions brought to recover money or other 
property deposited with any bank, banker, 
trust company, savings or loan society or 


other depository. 


In the Assembly the County Government 
Bill passed the House by 54 to 0. The 
Mathews bill, appropriating $5000 for the 
purchase of furniture and apparatus for 
Los Angeles Normal School also 
passed. The claims of the Los Angeles 
Voce del Popolo and Le Franco Califor- 
nian for printing the constitutional amend- 
ments were refused a second reading. : 


CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 
THIRTY-FIRST SESSION. 


Associated Lease 2% service. 

SACRAMENTO, March 8.—SENATE— 
The question of the time the Legislature 
shall adjourn sine die was made a special 
order for Monday next. Mr. Martin of. 
Placer urged an immediate adjournment,. 
contending that legislation after thesixtieth 
day is illegal. Under suspension of con- 
stitutional provisions four bills were in- 
troduced, providing for the purchase for 
State institutions of supplies other than 
those produced by alien labor; by Mr. 
Earl, creating an additional court for 
Berkeley; by Mr. Voorheis, appropriating 
$20,Q00 for the Board of Horticulture, also 
$5000 for the improvement of the Yosemite. 

When the Governor’s message, advocat- 
ing passing the Board of Charities Bill 
was read, Mr. Orr moved to refer it to 
Senators Gesford, Seawell and Langford, 
all Democrats, in whose districts three of 
the plundering institutions are located. 

Mr. Martin (Dem.) scored the Governor 
for sending in such message, and said the 
Governor should be confined in one of the 
asylums, whose management he decries. 

The battle for woman suffrage before 
the present Legislature has been fought 
and lost. After getting an enactment ex- 
tending the right of elective franchise to 
women safely through the Assembly, it 
was killed today by an amendment by Mr. 
Gesford (Dem.) of Napa, inserting the 
word “male,” and by thus specifying the 
sex of electors nullifying the bill so far 
as women voters are concerned. 

When the bill came up for a third read- 
ing, Mr. McGowan (Rep.) of Humboldt 
championed its passage. A large number 
of women were in attendance, and standing 
room in the lobby was at a premium. 
After a few speeches Mr. Gesford's amend- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 22 yeas to 
against 13 nays. Mr. McGowan promptly 
moved to reconsider. He expressed surprise 
at the action of the Republicans, and urged 
them to return to the path of duty. In 
the name of Garfield, of Lincoln and other 
great party leaders, he asked wayward 
Republicans to return to the fold and obey 
the dictates of the party platform. In 
honor and conscience Senators were bound 
to vote for the pending bill and against 
the amendment 


Mr. Pedlar (Rep.) of Freso spoke for the 
bill, and Messrs. Gesford and McAllister 
Dem.) of Marin against it. Mr. Gesford 


called attention to the fact that Mr. 
McGowan, as chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, had decided the bill to be un- 
constitutional. Mr. Gesford favored con- 
sidering the matter by a constitutional 
amendment rather than dy enactment. 
Mr. Gleaves (Rep.) of Shasta favored pass- 
ing the bill and letting the Supreme Court 
settle tts comstitutionality. Mr. Harl (Rep.) 
of Alameda thought woman suffrage un- 
wise, but said he would be bound by the 
dictates of his party so far as to vote 


for an amendment to the constitution, 
but he declined to vote for an 
unconstitutional bill. To do so he 


felt he would defeat the educational quali- 
fication demanded by popular vote at the 


last election. 
Mr. Simpson (Rep.) of Pasadena, Mr. 
Aram (Rep.) of Yolo and Mr. Withing- 


ton (Rep.) of San Diego took the ground 
that no unconstitutional bill should have 
their vote. Mr. Martin (Dem.) of Placer 
made a humorous talk, in the course of 
which he eaid no married; man would 
favor suffrage for women. He hoped the 
vexed question was so dead it would never 
hear Gabriel’s horn. Mr. Mathews (Dem.) 
of Los Angeles made a vigorous speech 
against the bill, and then Mr. McGowan 
again tock up the cudgels for the women 
in an eloquent speech.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The majori 
of the special committee of the House, 
appointed to inquire into the causes of 
the prevailing agricultural depression, has 

prepared a report in which it says: 

“It is unnecessary for the committee to 
enter into or dwell upon the fact that ag- 
riculture is depressed in every branch of 
this most important industry; that the 
values of land and farm surroundings, un- 
less under exceptionally rare conditions, 
have depreciated steadily as the purchas- 
ing power of tthe dollar has increased, But; 
while the values of the property owned 
by the American farmers have decreased 
in thirty years from nearly one-half of 
the total wealth in 1860 to less than one- 
fourth in 1890, of which 30 per cent, is 
now under mortgages, taxes have steadily 
increased and debts now require four 
times the labor to be paid than was then 
required. The purchasing capacity of the 
dollar to secure the farmers’ land and 
his produce, has increased four-fold, 
while the power to pay his taxes and 
debts has remained at a standstill. 

In 1873 wheat sold from $1.55 to $2.25 a 
bushel in New York; in 1894 it sold at 
50 cents.“

the committee says: 2 

“Class legislation of the worst charac- 
ter encumbers the statute books, and has 
been carried on to the detriment of agg 
culture and@ its dependent industries for 
thirty years, culminating in the crime of

WHO WAS IN THE BIG MEXICAN 
WRECK. 


— — 
He Tells the Story of How the Acci- 
dent Occurred and How Some 
Threatened to Kill Him 
on the Spot. 


—

LAREDO ‘(Tex.,) March 8. — Engineer 
John Nuffer, the American who is held 
responsible by many in Mexico for the ter- 
rible wreck on the Imteroceanic railway 
February 28 last, is im this city, and gave 
the following story of the accident: 

He was pulling the first section of an ex- 
cursion train which was returning to 
Mexico City. There were fifteen coaches 
in the traim At Tenango he stopped to 
take on wood, which was at 11:46 o’clock. 
He was crowded out by the second section, 
and the accident occurred at 12:05 o' clock. 
twenty minutes after he had left Tenango, 
in.which time he had rup only seven kilo- 
metres. This, if true, proves that the 
train was not running at a high rate of 
speed, as has been charged. At the point 
of a curve the fourth coach left the track, 
having broken an ane. This set the auto- 
matic brakes, and the engine and first 
three coaches could not go further than 
twenty feet. The third coach, behind the 
one which left che track, was what is 
known as an English ironclad, the frame- 
work being of steel, and ‘the sides of iron. 
This coach plowed through the two coaches 
in front of it and Gaused the havoc which 
cost mamy passengers their lives. The pas- 
sengers in this coach all escaped. 

“As soon as the accident occurred,” said 
Nuffer, “I went to the rescue of the suf- 
ferers, and while engaged in doing all I 
could to relieve their suffering was warned 
that I had better get away from the scene 
as some of the men threatened to kill me 
because they had lost relatives in the 
wreck. I was fired upon and slightly 
wounded in the hip. I immediately left 
the scene and escaped to the City of 
Mexico, from whence I came to the United 
States. Had I not been a Mason I never 
could have gotten out of the de I

THIRD VICE-PRESIDENT STUBBS 
GIVES THEM ADVICE. 


e Disclaims that the Southern Pa- 
cific Company is Any Way Re- 
sponsible for Their 


ern Pacific, has addressed a lengthy com- 
munication to Frank H. Buck and others, 
in reply to their letter as the Committee 
on Transportation, appointed in the recent 
convention of fruit-growers. 

Mr. Stubbs thinks the publication of the 
statements made by the committee was 
unwise; and more calculated to retard than 
advance the prosperity of the fruit-zrow-. 
ers, the transportation interests and the 
State. Mr. Stubbs takes issue with the 
Committee, stating that it alleged as 
normal the extraordinary conditions of 
1893 and 1894, when every industry was 
depressed and when there was little fruit 
consumed because people could not af- 
ford to purchase it. Using figures fur- 
mished by the committee as a basis, Mr. 
Stubbs computes the net profit to the 
California frvit-grower at $27.85 per acre 
and asks what producer in any State, or 
merchant, ‘manufacturer or railroad com- 
pany within the State made such a re- 
turn on capital invested during 1894. Mr. 
Stubbs wishes the acreage profit had been 
$300 per acre net, and if it had been, he 
says charges for the transportation of 
fruit east would not be increased. 

He enters a general disclaimer to the 
charge that the railroad company has been 


wers have ex- 
perienced: Referring to the committee's 
statement that there has been no reduc- 
tion in the freight charges on green fruit 
for several weeks he admits this, but 
states there has been a very. great increase 
in the amount and cost of service per- 
formed by the railroad companies without 
any adequate increase in the charge. He 
says that the rate of $1.25 per 100 pounds 
to Chicago averaged i cent per ton per 
mile, Which is less than the current rate 
c for carrying the fruit products 
of Florida and the Southern States to 
Chicago, although the latter route is over 
level roads, cheaply operated, while the 
California fruit is taken across five moun- 
tain ranges, the line having no local busi- 
ness and the operating expenses high. 
Coming directly to the statement of the 
desires of the committee and the conclu-

“First—The Southern Pacific will under- 
take negotiations with its connections to 
establish a five-day schedule for ventilated 
cars in train loads, and seek to insure the 
prompt and regular dispatch of fruit from 
all points on its line. 

„Second— The Southern Pacific Company 
iz nat responsible for the refrigerator 
charges of refrigerator companies, and de- 
elines to assume any responsibility in that 
direction. This is a matter which fruit- 
growers and shippers must handle for 
themselves directly with the ‘refrigerator 
companies. 

“‘Third—The requecst

‘THE CORONA’S ACCIDENT. 


Passengers Say the Collision Was not 

as Severe as Reported. 

IJ. L. Ford and E. Tompkins, who were 
passengers on the steamer Corona on its

Monica wharf Wednesday, called at the 


Times office yesterday to say that all re- 
ports that have been printed of the inci- 
dent were exaggerations. Mr. Ford says it 
was his wife who was referred toas stand- 
ing beside the captain and wearing the 
master’s cap as the boat neared the wharf. 
He says that the cap Mrs. Ford wore at 
the time was her own, and that she was 
standing beside her husband and Mr. 
Tompkins on the hurricane deck near the 
bridge at the time of the collision. 

After stating thus in personal explana- 
tion, Mr. Ford said that the damage done 
the boat and wharf by the bump was over- 
stated: that the portion of the boat’s rail 
that was disturbed hit the section at ths 
gate and that was merely pulled from its 
place. Both men say that the boat came 
in at a reduced speed, was slightly listed 
by reason of a portion of the cargo having 
been removed at the last landing, and at a 
critical moment a swell sent the vessel 
against the wharf. say that the 
shock was not severe enough to 
them off their feet. They both declared 
that the captain of the ship was not at 
fault in the matter, but that remains to 
be determined at an investigation prom- 
ised to come off in San Francisco.

The Times has commented several times 
on the difficulty which is experienced by 
owners of country property in obtaining 
loans. The Los Angeles savings banks 
confine their loans almcst entirely to in- 
side business property, which they can keep 
close under their eyes. When occasionally 
they can be persuaded to make a loan on 


ountry land, the owner has to pay about 


2 per cent. more for the privilege. The 
drawback of this system is fully recog- 
nized by financial men, but it is not easy 
to see how #t can be changed. The banks 
themselves cannot deny that it is a short- 
sighted policy not to lend money on good 
country property, from the product of 
which the city draws its support, but 
none of them appear to desire to take 
the lead in making a new departure. Some 
of the banks claim that when it comes 
to an investigation too many of the coun- 
try places in this section do not pay their 
owners. This may be true of places where 
a man buys a small piece of land and goes 
in for fancy farming, keeping up an ex- 
pensive establishment, hiring all his work 
done, and driving around in a smart buggy. 
It cannot be expected that such farming 
as this should leave a margin on the 
profit side of the account, even in South- 
ern California where the soll is so pro- 
ductive and nature so kind. It is, how- 
ever, absurd to say that farming as a 
rule does not pay in this section, because 
the main support of Los Angeles and other 
cities, after making allowances for all 
the money that is brought in by new- 
comers, consists in the productions of the 
soil. Why, the orange crop alone of 
Southern California this season will 
amount in value to little less than $5,000,- 
000, while other products, such as bar- 
ley and corn and wheat and hay and 
almonds and olives and peaches and apri- 
cots and prunes and walnuts and berries 
and vegetables and honey and wool and 
hides and petroleum and beet sugar and 
building stone and other products too nu- 
merous to mention would certainly swell 
the total to as much more. Now, the 
question is, if the money-lenders continue 
to shut down on the own the 
land that produces this Ath, how long 
are we going to be able to keep up these 
big brick blocks in the city which capi- 
talists are pleased to regard as such 
“first-class, gilt-edge, inside business prop- 
erty,” while they turn up their noses at 
the land which produces the crops that 
made there blocks a possibility?

The reduction cf 10 cents a box in the 
price of seedling oramges has had the 
effect of stimulating the demand for this 
fruit in the Bast, and orders are com- 
ing in quite freely.

The San Bernardino correspondent of 
The Times sends the following interesting 
information regarding the orange situa- 
tion in Florida, together with ideas on ihe 
marketing of California oranges gathere1 
from H. L. Drew, president of the Farm- 
ers’ Exchange Bank, who has just re- 
turned from a visit to Florida. Mr. Drew 
is largely interested directly and indi- 
rectly in citrus. fruit culture, and this 
visit was to see for himself the effect of 
the frost on the orange crop and estimate 
the length of time that will elapse before 
that section will again become a strong 
competitor of Southern California. He 
visited the various orange-growing sec- 
tions on both shores of the peninsula, and 
made careful investigation. His first stop- 
ping point was Jacksonville, and from 
there he went to Palatka, Deland, Enter- 
prise, Titusville, on Indian River, San- 
ford, Lakeland, Tampa, Ocalla and Silon 
Springs. On the train East he met Mr. 
Bordwell of Riverside nt on the same 
mission and they traveled and made their. 
investigations together. 

“There is not an orange nor an orange 
tree in Florida which is not frozen,“ said 
Mr. Drew, and it is safe to say not a 
tree in the State will bear fruit this year. 

“The entire crop was frozen in Decem- 
ber, and the freeze the first of this month 
destroyed the new growth. There will be 
no crop at all next fall, and only a very 
light one next year. This statement will 
hold good for all the orange districts of 
the State, including the islands.“ 
tion to the reports that the orange in- 
dustry would be abandoned in Florida, he 
said: They have not recovered suffi- 
ciently from the shock to know what to 
do. Many were bankrupted and will have 
to quit, but I observed no general dispo- 
sition to abandon the business.

Riverside. ey kaw. nothing about 
navel oranges as & special variety 
of . fruit, b t call them all Riv- 
erside oranges. They know nothing ot 
Redlands and Highlands as choice places 
for growing oranges of superior excel- 
lence, and cannot understand why a fancy 
price is asked for them. As a result in- 
ferior grades and even culls find a readier 
sale than the cream of foothill groves. 
The buyer does not know what to ask for 
except California oranges, and the ped- 
dler wants the largest number he can 
sell for the least money. . 
Mr. Drew thinks that the proper thing 
to be done is for orange-growers of South- 
ern California to form a strong organiza- 
tion, arrange to have the fruit closely 
graded and properly labeled so that the 
mark on the box shall be an absolute 
guarantee of the quality of the fruit of 
every grade, and then send agents to put 
this fruit on the market and educate: the 
public so that it will know what to ask 
for; then it will be impossible for un- 
scrupulous dealers and Shippers to de- 
ceive buyers with California oranges. 
The association oranges will then have an 
established reputation and will command 
better prices, and it will be to the in- 
terest of all growers to merket their fruit 
through these channels 

Mr. Drew thinks that the time to com- 
mence this propaganda in the interest of 
California oranges is at once. We are 
sure of almost exclusive control of the 
markets for the next two years, and by 
that time the demand for California fruit 
will be firmly established.

GENERAL BUSINESS Topics. 

A few days ago there was published in 
this column an interesting table showing 
the sources of California’s coal supply. In 
this table it was shown what a very small 
proportion of the supply comes from that 
portion of the Pacific Coast within the 
United States, while the supply from Cali- 
fornia is infinitesimal, being confined (0 
that which is mined at the Mt. Diablo 
mines in Contra Costa.county. It is now 
stated in San Francisco that extensive coal 
fields are about to be opened up in Ala- 
meda county, mot very far from the Mt. 
Diablo mines, from which the proprietors 
think they can land coal in San Francisco 
for $1.50 per tom and supply it to the man- 
ufacturers at from $3 to $4. It is not 
necessary to say how important this news 
is, provided it is true. Coal at such a 


price would greatly stimulate the manu- 


facturing industry. 
The company referred to is known as 
the San and San Joaquin Coal 
Company, which has just been incorpo- 
rated and back of which stand some of 
the wealthiest men in the State. The in- 
corporators are: Col. J. D. Fry, president 
of the California Savings and Trust Com- 
pany; Jacob C. Johnson of the wholesale 
saddlery firm of J. C. Johnson & Co.; John 
W. Coleman of Oakland; Henry Williams, 
the capitalist; R. J. Fry, James Treadwell 
and Harry A. Williams of Williams, 
Brown & Co. The corporation has a’ cap- 
ital stock of $5,000,000 divided into 50,000 
sha 


res. 

The coal flelds owned and controlled by 
the company are situated in Corral Hol- 
low, eight miles east of Livermore and 
cover a territory six miles long by a mile 
and a half wide. More than three-quarters 
of a million dollars has been spent in de- 
veloping the property, and the experts 
say that there are between twenty-five 
and one hundred millions of tons of coal 
already in sight. The main tunnel, which 
extends 3000 feet into the hillside, crosses 
seven distinct veins of high-grade coal. 
In, one a “stope” has been run for 400 
feet and in another, measuring ten and a 
half feet. a raise“ extends 650 feet to 
the surface of the ground. 

It is proposed to handle the coal by the 
improved machinery now in use in the 
East. A standard gauge railway will be 
built if necessary from the mines to the 
San Joaquin River and from that point 
the coal will be brought to San Francisco 
by steam barges. An effort will be made 
to get the new San Joaquin Valley Rail- 
road built past the mines. 

The coal is a soft coal, something be- 
tween the Wellington and Coos Bay vari- 
eties. Its steam producing qualities have 
been tested and ane said to be unequalled, 
while it is also valuable for family use. 

The average daily consumption of coal 
in San Francisco is 5000 tons. The price 
is now lower than ever, but the factories 
have to pay about $6 a ton. 

Coal at $3 or even %4 a ton would, as 
stated, give a great stimulus to the man- 
ufacturing industry, not only in San 
Francisco but also in other places where 
the coal could be laid down at a price not 
exceeding $5 per ton. At the same time, 
should the oil developments in this sec- 
tion continue at the present rate, it is 
likely that manufacturers will be able to 
„do better than with coal even: at $4 a ton. 


On an average three and one-half barrels | 


of Los Angeles oil are equivalent to a 
ton of coal. With pipe lines and other 
facilities the local oil men can afford to 
sell their oil at 75 cents a barrel and 
make money. This would make it the 
equivalent of coal at $2.62% per ton, be- 
sides which ‘there would be a considerable 
advantage in saving of wear and tear, 
cleanliness, etc.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, March 8.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that.the general business situa- 
tion shows more improvement. From several 
centers this is declared to be due in part to 
the adjournment of Congress and to some ex- 
tent to better weather. Gains are shown in 
the improved demand for lumber and other 
building materials and in the receipt of larger 
orders for structural iron and steel, together 
with the absorption of available stocks of 
Bessemer pig-iron. In almost all directions 
jobbers report increased sales of staple dry 

oods, hats, shoes, millinery and hardware. 
Fine foreign woolen goods continue to attract 
the special attention heretofore reported and 
are competing successfully with corresponding 
American grades. London wool sales report a 
moderately higher and stronger market. Spec- 
ulation in the New York stock market is on 
a limited scale and attracts none but profes- 
sional participants. Bonds are neglected. Sil- 
ver is held firm. Foreign exchange is a shade 
weaker at 4.89 for demand sterling. The bond 
syndicate continues to sell long sterling to 
houses who might be shippers of gold. e 
tendency of prices remains as heretofore, an 
advance being reported in totton ties wnich has 
checked the volume of business for fall de- 
livery in cotton, due, it is alleged to a spread 
of confidence in the prospect for a reduced 
cotton acreage, pork, lard, refined sugar, In- 
dian corn, live hogs and eather, the latter 
having advanced sharply. Bessemer pig-iron 
is unchanged, despite the market being cleared 
of available supplies, and lumber, while nomi- 
nally unchanged, is firm wifa an upward ten- 
dency.

The Old World offers to the new in 


many directions interesting object les- 


sons which it would be well for the 
citizens of our large municipalities to 


thoughtfully consider. 


While electric railways are multi- 
plying, and we appreciate them fully 
as a means of rapid transit, the objec- 
tions to them, under the old systems, 
still continue to be urged, and any- 
thing that offers us freedom from 
their objectionable features, while giv- 
ing us an equally valuable service, can- 
not fail to meet with popular favor. 

The current number of the Review 
of Reviews contains an exceedingly 
interesting article on The Electric 
Street Railways of Budapest” in 
which the writer says: 

“The Electric Street Railway Com- 
pany of Budapest, Hungary, opened 
ts first line five years ago. It has 
steadily increased the number and ex- 
tent of its lines, and is operating them 
today with what is locally considered 
to be a very high degree of success. 
When the Brooklyn horse-car system 
was permitted to change its motive 
power to electricity, the chief objec- 
tions that were urged were directed 
against the use of the overhead trolley 
wires which required the erection of 
poles in the streets and the suspension 
of a network of highly-charged wires, 
under circumstances which might 
prove in many ways to be both incon- 
venient and dangerous. But it was 
stoutly declared that no other electric 
system except the overhead trolley 
could be made to work, and the desire 
for more efficient transit carried the

of Budapest, a place with half a mill 


fon inhabitants, had absolutely refused 


to permit trolley-wires in the hand- 
some and orderly streets of their pro- 
gressive city; and the directors of the 
Electric Street Railway 
Company, desiring a franchise for the 
new boulevards, cheerfully undertook 
to dispense with all overhead struc. 
tures. They also promised not to em- 
ploy the system—which had been ex- 
perimentally tried at Beslin—by which 
the rails themselves are charged with 
an electrical current. Furthermore, 
they agreed not to make use of 
a third rail carrying the elec⸗ 
trical current, this system hav- 
ing been considered objectionable. 
they did agree to do 
was to place a conduit under one of 
the rails, carrying in that conduit an 
insulated wire or metallic strip which 
should convey the electrical power (to- 
gether with a second one for the re- 
turn current,) and to make the connec- 
tion with the motor or secondary dy- 
namo of the street car through a slot 
in the groove of one of the rails. 

“In short, the proposed system was 
a highly improved underground trol- 
ley, with the live wire or metallic 
strips so placed as to be neither visible 
nor tangible, and insulated in such a 
way that the surface rails could never 
be dangerously charged, while tele- 
graph and telephone lines should suf- 
fer nothing from induction. It is suffi- 
cient to say that it has stood the test 
of five winters and five summers with 
perfect success. Nor is there any rea- 
gon whatsoever to believe that it would 
not be quite as successful in Brooklyn 


or In any American city as in Buda- 
pest.” 


The objection to this Budapest sys- 
tem on the part of our electric compan- 
fes is the greater cost which at the 
outset is incurred in laying the wires 
underground, but it is claimed that the 
subsequent expense is less than that 
where overhead wires are used, the 
danger of accident is lessened, and 
the necessity for erecting the unsightly 
poles is all done away with. 

Americans are not as considerate in 
regard to the beauty of their streets 
as are the denizens of many Old 
World cities. Street railway compan- 
jes have sued in vain for franchises 
which would permit them to extend 
their electric lines along some of the 
finest avenues in European cities. 
Along the Andrassy street of Buda- 
pest, which is claimed by many critics 
to be the finest avenue in all Europe, 
no street railway has been permitted 
to lay its tracks, but with the introduc- 
tion of this new system of under- 
ground wires and with the evanish- 
ment of the obnoxious and unsightly 
poles the matter is now being consid- 
ered, and the shining tracks of a new 
electric road may yet be laid along

any way marrfhg its beauty. | 
Americans are still too utilitarian, 
but as we grow older and regard 
more the refinements of civilization, 
we shall regard the beautiful as well 
as the practical, and guard against the 
introduction of modern innovations 
which militate against it, and shall be 
willing to meet a little larger outlay 
at the outset of our improvements for 
the sake of preserving the beauty and 
sightliness of our city streets. 


COLD COMFORT. 


An esteemed Democratic contempo- 
rary, striving to stem the tide of uni- 
versal condemnation of the Fifty-third 
Congress, of unsavory memory, cites 
ns among its good deeds the -repeal 
of the McKinley act and of the Fed- 
eral elections law. The attempt to 
prove the repeal of these laws to have 
been meritorious is both ridiculous and 
futile. The vast majority of the Amer- 
ican people have long since arrived 
at the conclusion that the McKinley 
act was the best tariff law that was 
ever placed on our statute-books. In 
the election of last October they em- 
phasized this conclusion in a manner 
which could not be misunderstood, ex- 
cepting by hide-bound partisans and | 
free-trade fanatics. 
The people had had forcible and ir- 
refragable proof of the wisdom of 
the McKinley act in the new indus- 
tries which sprang up under its fos- 
tering influence, in the better wages 
paid, in the general increase of in- 
dustrial activity, and in the wide 
spread prosperity which followed its 
enactment. They had also had equally 
as strong proof of the unwisdom of 
its repeal in the widespread depres- 
sion, uncertainty and ruin which fol- 
lowed the ‘advent to power of the 
party pledged to repeal it, and in the 
failure of business to revive after its 
repeal had been consummated. With 
these convincing proofs forced upon 
them, the people at last November's 
‘Congressional elections decreed the 
greatest political revolution ever 
known in the lower house of Congress, 
turning a Democratic (free-trade) ma- 
jority of nearly one hundred into a 
Republican majority of about one 
hundred and forty. This is the man- 
ner in which the people expressed 
their opinion upon the “infamous” Mc- 
Kinley act. 


. FREE ELECTIONS. 


As regards the Federal elections law, 
it is equally fair to accept the result 
of last November's elections as a ver- 
dict of condemnation against its repeal 
by the Democratic Congress. - The 
Federal elections law provided for 
what? Merely for the attendance at 
the polls, when a certain number of 
the people asked it, of United States 
marshals and deputies, to quell disor- 
der and to prevent fraudulent voting 
so far as possible. Its provisions ap- 
plied only to elections in which Fed- 
eral officers—Congressmen or Presiden- 
tial electors—were to be chosen. They 
had no supervisory power over State 
and local elections. It has become a 
fad with the Democratic press to par- 
rot this Federal elections law as “in- 
famous,” yet there is not a public 
journal in the land, nor a public 
speaker, nor a private individual, who 
has ever been able to show that the 
law was infamous in any respect, nor 
wrong in principle, nor vicious in 
practice. It was an embodimeht of 


the principle, which cannot be gain- 


said, that Federal officials should ex- 
ercise some supervisory power over 
Federal elections, just as local and 
State officials exercise supervisory 
powers over local and State elections. 

The abstract justice of this proposi- 
tion is so obvious that it is surprising 
that any man should have the hardi- 
hood to deny it. The Democratic 
party would never have opposed this 
law had it not been that the unspeak- 
able crimes of Tammany, which were 
balked in some degree by its operation, 
demanded its repeal. Hence a great 
hue-and-cry was raised against the 
measure, which finally culminated in 
its repeal by the Democratic Congress. 
In taking this action the Democratic 
Congress abrogated one of the wisest 
and best measures ever placed upon 
the Federal statute-books. 

There is no case on record where this 
law has been abused. On the con- 
trary it aided strongly in preventing 
the corruption of the ballot in New 
York and Brooklyn, where many re- 
peaters and other corruptionists were 
arrested and sent to the penitentiary 
through its instrumentality. It was 
the clamor of the criminal classes 
which started the demand for its re- 
peal. This clamor was taken up by 
the Democracy, and the demands of 
the criminal classes were finally crys- 
tallized into the bill of repeal, which 
was passed by a Democratic Congress 
and was signed by a Democratic Pres- 
ident. The discredited and turned-down

Gold Medal Oranges Commanded a 
Big Price—Musical Notes and 
Gossip from the Great 
Display. 


Exchange day and Los Angeles day 
combined into a grand success yesterday. 
The Southern California Fruit Exchanges 
called together the representative business 
men of Los Angeles to discuss the line of 
work that has been so successfully carried 
out by the exchanges; as well as their 
plans for the future. 

The business world of Los Angeles was 
well represented, and delegates were pres- 
em from all the loca exchanges of South- 
ern California. The hall was weill filled 
with a most attentive audience, and at 11 
a.m. the meeting was called to order by 
W. C. Patterson, president of the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce, who re- 
marked briefly upon the good results 
already obtained by the exchanges, work- 
ing upon the plan of their motto: “The 
greatest good to the greatest number.” 

. C. Kimball was elected secretary of 
the meeting, and the opening address was 
given by A. H. Naftzger, president of the 
Southern California fruit exchanges, who 
spoke at length upon the satisfaction 
given by the work of tthe exchanges and 
the dire necessity out of which the system 
had grown. The exchange method uses 
the most direct means to put the fruit 
into the hands of the consumer, and is 
neither a trust nor a corner nor does it 
seek to injure commission men. It only 
takes measures to protect both the buyer 
and the producer and thus to insure a 
reasonable profit to the fruit-grower. 

There are eight incorporated fruit ex- 
changes whith ‘typresent 4000 cars of 
oranges this Bevan. The whole is man- 
aged by the executive board and each ex- 
change has tts own particular district. 
Thirty-one local associations are repre- 
sented by the exchanges, and 4000 fruit- 
growers. Their present output is $2,500,000, 
and they expect in time to include all the 
growers in Southern California. The great 
object of these fruit exchanges is to mar- 
ket the crops with the least possible cost 
between the grower and the consumer. 
The exchange system costs only 2 or 3 per 
cent. instead of the old rates of from 7 to 
15 per cent. originally paid to commission 
men. The freight expenses are also re- 
duced about $100,000 by this system of 
co-operative’ marketing. The whole ex- 
change system is purely co-operative. 
No salaries are paid except to secretaries 
and accountants, and the mutual benefit 
idea is maintained throughout. 

The history of co-operative marketing, its 
past, present and future, was given in an 
address by T. H. B. Chamblin, the or- 
ganizer of the Southern California fruit ex- 
changes. He gave many details concern- 
ing the defects of the old system and the 
development of these exchanges, and dwelt 
at large upon ‘the great importance of the 
citrus fruit industry in Southern Califor-

Fourteen vessels are now on the way and 
will arrive during the present month. 
And yet there is no unwonted accumula- 
tion of lumber in this city, which means 
that the large amount brought in has been 
used or is being used in building opera- 
tions. Could better evidence be adduced 
in support of the need for enlarged harbor 
facilities on the coast of this county? 
Could stronger proof be furnished of the 
rapid and substantial growth of Los An- 
geles? ‘ 


The San Francisco Call quotes R. 
Whitney of Los Angeles, who is stopping 
in ‘that city, as saying that the desert min- 
ang country north of Indio has recently 
been making some very large yields. 
“Only a few days ago,” said he, While 
I was in San Bernardino, a prospector 
named McHaney grought a lot of gold 
amalgam in to have it retorted. It pro- 
duced about $700 in the precious metal.

AT THE CITY HALL. 
Public. Works. 
THE MEBTING OF THE BOARD YES- 
TERDAY. 

At the meeting of the Board of Public 
Works yesterday the matter of the pe- 
titions which have been presenied in 
reference to the grade of Whittier. street 
between Seventh and Ninth streets was 
considered. 

A number of the property-owners were 
heard. It seems that some of them want 
the grade to de established so as to make 
the official height of the street at places 
at certain elevations, and other property- 
owners want different elevations for the 
heights of the streets, as oflicially estab- 
lished at the same places. 

After considering the question the 
board decided to recommend to the City 
Council at its next meeting as follows: 

„In the matter of establishing the grade 
of Whittier street from Seventh to Ninth 
streets, we beg leave to report recom- 
- mending that the ordinance presented by 
the City. Engineer, establishing said grade, 
be placed upon its passage, and that the 
petition asking for the establishment of 
said grade and the petition protesting 
against the ane ibe flled.“ 

The board also agreed upon the tollow- 
ing recommendations for presentation to 
the City Council at its next meeting: 

“In the matter of the petition from D. 
G. Neek and others, asking permission 
to grade Union avenue between Orange 
and Shatto streets by private contract, we 
recommend that upon the production of a 
contract for the performance of such work 
the same be granted and the City Attorney 
instructed to present the necessary ordi- 
mance granting such permission. 

In the matter of the petition from 
Vonder Lohe & Werdin, in reference to 
the work required to be done by contratt- 

when laying cement sidewalk or ce- 

t ourb, we recommend that the City 
3 de instructed to prepare and pre- 
sent a new set of specifications to take 
the place of specifications No. 13, to in- 
clude all of the amendments to such speci- 
fications heretofore adopted by the Coun- 
cil, and to add thereto a clause requiring 
the contracter doing work thereunder to 
grade the entire sidewalk from property 
dine to curb ine flush with the walk laid, 
it 1 the opinion of the board that such 
is mot required by the present specifica- 


tions. 

“We recommend that the petition from 
Peter Bissen and others, asking to have 
‘the grade of Tenth street established 
from San Pedro street east, be granted and 
the City Engineer instructed to present 
the necessary ordinance of intention to 
establish the grade of said street from 
San Pedro street to Stanford avenue. 

“In the matter of the petition from J. 
W. Potts, in reference to the speed of 
street cars, we recommend that the Chief 
of Police be directed to require the Los 
Angeles Consolidated Electric Railway 
Company to run its cans at the rate of 
speed required by. law. 

“We recommend that the petition from 
J. F. Cosby and others, asking that a 
five-foot cement sidewalk be laid along 
the south side of Thirtieth street, from 
Figueroa street to Hoover street, be 
granted, and the City Engineer instructed 
to prepare and present the necessary or- 
dinance of intention therefor, the same to 
be held for two weeks after presentation 
to give the property-owners opportunity to 
do said work by private contract. 

“We recommend that the petition from 
J. A. Hill and others, asking that the 
morth side of Eleventh street, between 
Sentous and Vernon streets, be side- 
walked with a cement sidewalk five feet 
wide, be granted, and the City Engineer 
instructed to prepare and present the nec- 
essary ordinance of intention therefor, the 
same to be held for two weeks in order to 
give the property-owners an opportunity 
to do the work by private contract. 

We recommend that the petition from 
the Wilmington Transportation Company, 
asking permission to erect a sign in front 
of the company's place of business at No. 
222 South Spring street, be granted, pro- 
vided said company place and maintain 
thereon an electric are light of not hess 
than 2000 candle power. 

We recommend that the petition from 
M. H. Merriman and others, asking that a 
cement sidewalk be ordered laid on the

Sewer Recommendations. 
REPORT PREPARED BY THE SEWER 
COMMITTBE. 

The Sewer Committee met yesterday and 
prepared the following recommendations 
for report to the City Council. It will be 
observed that the sewer districta which 
it is recommended be laid out include 
the pieces of property owned by quite a 
large number of people. 

“We recommend that the ordinance re- 
quiring all Mvery stables to provide a 
sand box which will 8 the . dirt 
washed from vehicles. from getting into 
the public sewers, as prepared and pre- 
sented by the City 12 be placed 
upon its passage. 

„We recommend, in accordance with the 
report of the Health Officer, that the City 
Engineer be instructed to prepare and pre- 
sent ordinances of intention to construct 
sewers as follows: On San Pedro street 
from First street to Third street; also, in 
the district bounded by Downey avenue, 
Workman etreet, Mozart street and Walnut 
street; also, on Pasadena avenue from 
Daly street to the Brena Vista-street 
bridge, where the main sewer crosses Pas- 
adena avenue. 

“We recommend that the petition trom 
Maier & Zobelein asking that a sewer be 
laid on Aliso street between Alameda street 
and the Los Angeles River, be 

and the City meg instrusted to pre- 
the ‘necessary ordinance 


“We recommend that the petition from 
R. H. F. Variel and others, asking that 
a sewer be constructed on Breed street, 
from First street to Brooklyn avenue, be 
granted, and the City Engineer instructed 
to prepare and present the necessary or- 
dinance of intention therefor 

We recommend that he petition from 
Mackay & Young, asking that they be 
allowed the sum of 75 cents per lineal 
foot for all timbering left in the tun- 
nels of the outfall sewer, be denied.“ 


Important to Property-owners. 
THEY SHOULD FILE STATEMENTS 
WITH CITY ASSESSOR. 

City Assessor Hull wishes to urge prop- 
erty-owners to file statements of their 
property in his office at the earliest con- 
venient date. By so doing they will facili- 
tate the work of making the city asscss- 
ment, and will also lessen the chance of 
any error in it as far as it applies to 


them. 

The owner of real estate should file in 
his office a description of his property, 
which description may be made out on a 
blank provided for the purpose. This de- 
scription is to show the several pleces of 
property owned by the person making it, 
and whether any improvements have been 
made on the property in each instance. 
On the back of the same blank may be 
written a description of the personal 
property owned by the one making the 
statements. 

The person filing a statement of his or 
her real estate should take the trouble to 
see to it that the property is correctly de- 
scribed, for by so doing he will guard 
against the chance of a wrong assess- 
ment being made against him. 

Statements must be filed before the mid- 
dle of May. This assessment, however, is 
entirely separate from the county assess- 
ment, and property-owners who have at- 
tended to one of these should not remain 
under the misapprehension that they have 
attended to both. 


Main Street Improvement. 

Councilman Kingery states that he be- 
lieves that sufficient signatures for pre- 
sentation to the City Council will soon be 
secured to the petition for the paving of 
Main street, from Ninth street to Wash- 
ington street. The very bad condition of 
that thoroughfare during the winter rains 
has brought property-owners to realize 
the need ot the improvement. 


A Serious Problem. : 

The draining of the pool of filthy water 
at the corner of Sixth street and Park 
View avenue, near the northwest corner 
of Westlake Park, is proving a matter of 
greater difficulty than was anticipated. It 
was expected that two men with a hand 
pump would be able to remove the water 
within two or three days, but it has since 
been found that as it is drawn out more 


can be made. On account of the amount 
of water seeping in it looks as if the 


costly one, to deal with.

THE CASE OF WILSON VS. DOLE DE- 
CIDED BY JUDGE YORK. 


Judge Waldo M. York yesterday ren- 
dered his decision in the case of G. W. 
Wilson vs. E. J. Dole et al., an action to 
obtain judgment declaring the election of 
certain directors of the Irvington Land 
and Water Company illegal and void, judg- 
ment being ordered for the defendants 
therein, for the reasons stated in the fol- 
lowing brief opinion: 

This is a proceeding under sec. 315, of 
the Civil Code which provides 
that upon the application of any person 
or body corporate, aggrieved by an election 
held by any corporate body, the District 
Court of the district in which such elec- 
tion is held must proceed forthwith to 
hear the allegations and proofs of the 
parties, or otherwise inquire into the mat- 
ters of the complaint, and thereupon con- 
firm the election, order a new one or direct 
such other relief in the premises as ac- 
cords with right and justice.“ 

The plaintiff is a stockholder of said cor- 
poration. In his complaint the plaintiff al- 
leges that the notice of meeting at whith 
said directors were elected was illegal, 
unauthorized and void; that of certain 
votes cast not to exceed 83% were legal 
votes as far as afflant has been able to 
ascertain; that the whole number of 
legal votes at said election was but 327, 
of which a majority was not received by 


E. J. Dole and F. Townsend; that the 
former directors “are now the only duly 
elected directors of sald corporation. 
There are other allegations of similar im- 
port, but they are statements not of unti- 
mate facts, but of legal conclusions. 

It is conceded that this court has suc- 
ceedéd to the jurisdiction of the old Des- 
trict Court, and that this court has juris- 
diction to hear and determine the case.

The plaintiff was present at ‘ithe stock- 
holders’ meeting and made no challenge 
of the votes cast by Dole. He took part 
in the meeting. without objection to the 
manner in which it was called. In fact, 
the only question made of the regularity of 
the meeting seems to have deen based upon 
Dole’s signing a call for the meeting as 
the holder of said stocks, to which plaintiff 
contends he was not entitled. Plaintiff 
cannot, after participating in the meeting, 
and making no challenge of Dole’s right 
to vote the stock standing in Dole’s name, 
now invoke the powers of a court of equity 
to annul the act to which he did not ob- 
ject until it operated against his wishes. 

The plaintiff in this casé has shown no 
grievance which entitles him to relief un- 
der said sec. 315, of the Civil Code. But, 
because of the defects in the proceedings, 
the court does not specifically confirm the 
election. The judgment will, therefore, be 
entered for defendants for their costs. 

THE JUDGMENT AFFIRMED.

The general features of the Citrus Fair 
have been fully described from day to 
day in The Times, but something more 
should be said about what is after all 
the main feature of the exhibit, namely, 
the fruit itself. As to the ge in ae 
rangement @ decoration o e 0 
every one e tRat it is more beautiful 
and artistic than has ever been seen be- 
tore at amy similar exhibition in An- 
geles. It may also truthfully said 
of the fruit that it is as fine, if not finer, 
in quality than any that has ever been 
placed on exhibition in Southern Califor- 
nia, which, of course, is equivalent to say- 
ing that it is the finest Citrus Fair ever 
held in the United States. 

What especially strikes the observer 
who has seen other similar displays, at 
this fair is the uniform good appearance 
as to size, color and other visible quali- 
ties of the fruit.

Ontario is, as usual, recognized at once 
by the great display of lemons, of which 
profitable fruit the Model Colony has for 
several years made a specialty—not only 
that, but has made money. The table of 
oranges is also good including some very 
fine St. Michaels. It is a wonder that 
more of the latter variety of oranges are 
not raised in Southern California, as there 
is always a good market for them. Their 
uniformity of size, thinness of rind and 
good flavor recommend them to many peo- 
ple, even in preference to the lordly na- 
vel. 

Pomona has a long table under the band- 
stand on which are displayed a large 
quantity of clean fruit of fine quality, in- 
Cluding some choice specimens of the 
Ruby blood, Valencia and Mediterranean 
‘sweets. There would be more of a display 
of olives and oil in the Pomona exhibit 
were it not that the two leading olive 
men of that place have separate displays 
of their own which are mentioned further 


on. > 

Riverside occupies the Horf's share of the 
Space at the Pavilion. It is very evident 
that Riverside is not yet prepared to take 
a back seat as the leading orange-growing 
section of Southern, California, in spite of 
the loud talk of the good people who 
raise oranges in the upper end of the 
Santa Ana Valley. Riverside not only has 
a large quantity of fine fruit, but a great 
variety, including some citrus fruit which 
is @ novelty to most of the visitors. It is 
called the “Castleman lime” and is of 
about the same size and shape as a Bart- 
Jett pear. Raisins of good quality are also 
displayed. 

As might be expected, the orange-grow- 
ers of Riverside have reduced the art of 
packing their fruit to a science. Several 
boxes of oranges packed in first-class 
style are displayed. There is also shown 
an improved orange box, designed by a 
Riverside man. It ts made by machinery 
and weighs three pounds less than the 
ordinary box. The manufacturer claims 
that Riverside alone would save $36,000 
a year on freight by using this box, as 
well as $18,000 represented by the saving 
of 2 cents in the cost of the box. This 
saving in freight would not, however, be 
made as long as the railway company

The Highland oranges have acquired such 
a reputation that they need no special 
praise. Their fame will this year be ex- 
tended all over the world, as sample boxes 
have been forwarded by the transporta- 


tion companies to eminent men in this 


and other countries. 

The excellence of the display made by 
Colton was a surprise to many persons, 
but not to those who saw the remarka- 
bly fine exhibit which Colton made at 
the Citrus Fair held in that city two 
years azo. Colton makes a good display 
of granefruit, furnished by William Fuller 
and others. Mrs. Fuller has some marma- 
lade on exhibition which is little behind 
the imported variety either in taste or 
appearance. 

Highlands shows that it can raise, be- 
sides oranges, excellent lemons and limes, 
a large exhibit of which is made. 

South Riverside, the ambitious Queen 
Colony of Riverside county, has a most 
attractive display of fruit of particularly 
fine color, including some fine blood or- 
anges. South Riverside will soon take a 
leading part in orange shipments from 
this section. 

Ventura county, which has lately gone 
into the orange business, makes an attrac- 
tive display of citrus fruit, dried fruits 
and other products. The town of Fillmore 
itself makes a very creditable display, 
showing that its location is well adapted 
to the raising of citrus fruits. 

The display made by the Azusa Valley, 
including Azusa, Covina and Glendora, is 
under the gallery on the right-hand side 
of the hall as you enter. It has a large 
display of good, plump, well-colored fruit, 
including oranges and lemons. The area 
of orange orchard in the Azusa Valley has 
been largely increased during the past few 
years by a number of wealthy Eastern 
people who have come in and bought 
land which they have cultivated thor- 
oughly and planted to the best varieties. 
The shipments of oranges from Azusa are 
already large and will be heavier within 
a few years. . 

One of the most attractive displays in 
the hall, although it does not include citrus 
fruits, is that of the Rosecrans ranch, 
which is located just this side of Redondo. 
The display is unique and tasteful, con- 
sisting of miscellaneous fruits, both fresh 
and dried, beans, etc., the whole embow- 
ered in graceful flowers and foliage. 

Up in the gallery J. 8. Calkins, the 
well-known olive man of Pomona, has a 
table of olives in jars which is a revelation 
to those who have an idea that all olives 
are about the same. Mr. Calkins shows 
over a hundred jars of different varieties 
of olives, varying in size from that of a 
small gooseberry to a large plum and in 
color from pure olive green through all 
shades of red and purple to almost jet 
black. It is a most interesting display, 

Howland Bros., who have one of the few 
oll mills in Southern California, make an 
attractive display of olive oil and some 
of the appliances which are used in ex- 
tracting the oil from the berries. The 
Howland oil has received high premiums 
at a number of fairs. 

The agricultural chemical works of Prof. 
Woodbridge makes an interesting display 
of a great variety of products which are 
turned out at this establishment, includ- 
ing by-products of the lemon and lime 
in great variety, such as citric acid, es- 
sences, etc., also olive oil, marmalade, 
castor oil and fertilizers. This factory is 
Going good work in utilizing a variety of 
products which would otherwise go to 
waste. It is understood that these works 
will, before long, be greatly enlarged. 

Altogether, the present Citrus Fair is 
a grand object lesson of the importance 
of this industry to Southern California. 
Some means should be found to hold such 
a fair every year in Los Angeles, whether 
assistance is received from the Legislature 
or not. 


Crops and Markets. 

The weather during the past week has 
been fine, with some fog in the morning, 
and the outlook at this writing is that 
there will be a rain before long. Weather 
prophets say that it ought to rain at the 
full moon. The farmers will be very glad 
to get a little moisture. 

The orange market continues to boom 
and there is a big demand from all parts 
of the country. No further advance has 
yet been made in the price of choice or- 
anges by the exchanges, while seedlings 
have been reduced 10 cents, but should the 
demand keep up it is not improbable that 
a further advance will be made. 

The success which has attended the or- 
ganization of the orange-growers has 
stimulated other producers to act in the 
same direction and it is now proposed 
to form an organization of the strawberry- 
growers in the Azusa Valley, where very 
large crops of this fruit are raised. The 
probability is that before long every 
branch of production. among the horticul- 
turists and farmers will be orgafiized for 
mutual assistance and protection. 

Butter has been very low during the 
week, in fact lower than has ever before 
been known in this section, the cause be- 
ing the accumulation of large stocks in 
the northern part of the State. Eggs have 
been steady at about 13 cents, the ship- 
ments of eggs to the Hast having had the 
effect of preventing any further decline. 

There has been no drop of any conse- 
quence in the price of hay, but the time 
is now rapidly approaching when new hay 
will be on the market. 


Shall We Use Commercial Fertilisers p? 

(Southern Cultivator and Dixie Farmer:) 
This is a matter for individual decision, 
and, like so many other questions of farm 
gconomy, must be finally determined by 
the kind of crop to be planted, and the 
soil, as well as the ability of the farmer 
for the goods. While science can tell 
us the exact amount of plant food ab- 
stracted from the soil by an average 
production of any crop, it is the farmer 
who must study his different fields, and by 
observation and ent determine 
how far the fertilizer is applicable to any 
particular soil. If the soil lacks one ele- 
ment to develop a crop, and we fail to 
supply that element, the crop must neces- 
sarily fail. If, on the other hand, we 
supply elements which are already pres- 
ent in the soil in sufficient quan- 
tities, we are throwing away chat 
much. It is not good economy to 
pay high prices for materials which our 
soils may themselves furnish, but it will. 
pay to furnish the lacking ones in the 
cheapest form. We cannot afford to 
longer use commercial fertilizers ig the 


reckless manner which has heretofore 
characterized our methods. No more can 
we afford to have our crops fail for the 
lack of certaim needed elements. To use 
fertilizers intelligently we must first 
clearly realize that their office is to supply 
certain elements in which the soil is de- 
ficient bat which are absolutely essential 


combine to determine -he proper fertilizer 
for each field and crop. As a general rule, 
com fertilizers applied to barren 
land, destitute of humus, are not profita- 
ble. Let us therefore make all the bome 
manure that we can, plant leguminous’ 
crops, and as an adjunct we will find that 
we can use profitably all the commercial 
fertilizers that we are able to buy.

Manures for Sandy Soil. 


(American Cultivator:) The porosity of 
sandy soil causes all vegetable matter de- 
posited in it to decay rapidly, as it is thus 
brought into contact with the air. This 
makes it very quick to respond to manure, 
and it also makes it need frequent dress- 
ing of some fertilizer for each crop. We 
have often heard it advised to apply to 
sandy soil coarse vegetable matter, or ma- 
nure mixed with straw and other coarse 
material used for bedding. This will de- 
cay and form humus; but the humus will 
itself burn up very quickly. Sandy soils 
are usually very dry in midsummer. If 
the coarse manure is applied late in the 
seaison it makes it makes the sandy soil 
still dryer if plowed under or mixed with 
the soil. The best way to get vegetable 
matter into sandy soil is by green manur- 
ing with clover. The succulent stalks, 
leaves and roots of growing clover furnish 
water enough to rot themselves down, and 
they make the soil moister all the season 
than sandy soil not thus manured. If 
potash in some form is added to a clover 
sward almost anything can be grown on 
sandy soil thus manured. 


In the dairying regions the average fer- 
tility of the soil is of a higher standard 
than that prevailing in any other part of 
the country, and one of the greatest bene- 
fits that dairying is conferring upon agri- 
culture in general is the improvement of 
the soil. While the soil is slowly but 


dairy regions. In the Eastern States, 
where dairying is carried on extensively, 
many old, worn-out farms have been grad- 
ually restored to their former pristine 
strength and productiveness, and if farm- 
ers should take some of these farms that 
twenty years ago would scarcely raise any- 
thing, they would find that enormous crops 
of grains or vegetables or fruits could be 
produced. 


Dairy Notes. 

(American Cultivator:) Prof. Henry of 
the Experiment Station at Wisconsin 
tested the value of cutting corn fodder 
by feeding one lot of cows upon whole 
fodder, bright and sweet. Another lot of 
equal milking qualities had fodder from 
the same mow cut into pieces a half-inch 
long. He found that he obtained as much 
milk from 721 pounds of cut fodder as 
from 1133 pounds of uncut fodder. Two 
tons cut would thus be worth more t 
three tons uncut. This agrees very closely 
with the results of our own experience 
when feeding by guess and not by weight. 
We could only testify to the best of our 
belief according to our judgment, but he 
cam now } k from positive knowledge 
gained by daily weighing. ~ rich@st and 
most nutritious part of the cornstalk is 
the coarser parts of the butt, which the 
cattle reject when it is not cut for them. 
If any is wasted after cutting it makes 
good bedding and afterward is a good ad- 
dition to the manure heap, but long stalks 
in the manure heap add more to the labor 
of handling it than would be required in 
cutting it before feeding. 
Maj. Alvord goes still further and ad- 
vocates grinding the corn fodder into meal. 
We do not know of any mill that would do 
this, but there are machines that reduce 
it almost to chaff. The gain from doing 
this must arise from edsier or more thor- 
ough digestion, as the waste not eaten 
when cut to half-inch lengths is so smal) 
as sacrcely to be appreciable. 

One writer upon the question of dehorn- 
ing says that he does not know whether 
the process is cruel or not; but his cows 
that were operated on never lost a regular 
feed or shrank a quart of milk in their 
production because of it, and those that 
were underlings of the herd and forced to 
stand out of doors while their lonz-horned 
companiong monopolized the shed last 


winter do not seem to think there is any 
cruelty about it, as they also have a chance 
to get under cover this winter. 


The advantages of perfect climatic con- 
ditions in breeding horses for profit are 
admitted by thoughtful men who are in- 
formed upon the subject. That such con- 
ditions possess an equal value in the 
problem of how to produce these animals 
in their very best form must be ap- 
parent to even the most superficial stu- 
dent of the climatology of the horse. 
The question is certainly of the first im- 
portance to men who ars willing to spare 
neither money nor pains in their efforts 
to “beat the world’ m the paramount 
qualities of speed and endurance. The 
essential climatic conditions for the health 
and vigor of a colt, as well as of a boy, 
are sunshine, an equable temperature, and 
a pure a phere. These, with suitable 
exercise larly taken, and proper feed- 
ing and care in other respects, must in- 
evitably bring him to the highest possible 
state of perfection. 3 
Balky Horses. ‘ 
(Poultry and Stock Review:) Prof. O. 


W. Gleason tells us in his book how to 
break horses of the balking habit. He

the horse balks in the harness 
it is not from any unwillingness to per- 
form his duty, but from some confusion or 
excitement arising from mismanagement. 
He is willing and anxious to go, but too 
eager or high spirited to make the steady 
push against the collar necessary to move 
the load. The usual plan is to commence 
and curse and lash. A volume might be 
written on the importance of keeping cool 
on all such occasions. Frequently simply 
going to their heads and moving them 
gently against their collars to the right 
and left evenly, giving them time to get 


accord. Sometimes taking up one fore 
foot in your hand and giving the horse a 
sharp press against the shoulder to one 
side will cause him to step and start him. 
But if the habit is firmly fixed you will 
have to resort to the following means, 
which will take . few lessons. Then you 
break up the habit: 

Take your balky horse in the barn or 
on a piece of green sward. Take him by 
the head and tail and whirl him around 
until he is quite dizzy, and if you become 
dizzy before he does let him whirl him- 
self as follows: Tie the hair of the tail 
into a hard knot. Then take the halter 
strap in your left hand, holding the tail in 
your right, pass the halter strap through

Selecting Heifer Calves. 


(American Cultivator:) Almost from its 
birth an expert in judging of cows can de- 
cide whether a heifer will be a profita- 
ble cow or had better turned off to 
the butcher as veal. It is not altogether a 
matter of pedigree. The signs of a good 
cow are a rather thin neck, but a d 
chest, and the peouliar velvety feel of the 
skin that can only be made certain by 
experience. The marks of the escutcheon 
on a heifer are plainly distinguishable by 
an expert, though they may not show so 
that ordinary observers can see them. It 
Sometimes happens that the heifer which 
gives the signs of a g004 cow at first 
runs to beefiness after her first year.

A Fowl’s Stomach. 


(Poultry and Stock Review:) Fowls 
swallow their food, broken or not, and it 
enters the crop or first stomach and re- 
mains in it until t has become softened, 
more or less. When a small quantity at 
time, just as grain runs into a grist mill, 
it is forced into the gizzard among the 
grit. The gizzard is a strong, muscular 
stomach, and it is at work night and 


day, when there is a grist to grind, sim- 
Har to Bellows, contracting and expanding, 
and thus forcing the grit into the grain 
and triturating the whole mass, after 
which it is in a suitable condition to 
quickly digested. 


There is a good deal of labor con- 
nected with beets, but perhaps no more 
than with any other vegetable or cereal 
crop. The ground first has to be care- 
fully plowed at least once, and to insure 
against a dry season twice is advisable, 
once crosswise. Then it must be har- 
rowed and rolled, when it is ready for 
the drill, which will plant several rows 
at once about fifteen inches apart. When 
these come up they have to be thinned, 
leaving one only in every eight or ten 
inches. This work is better done by boys

rush, and cars have to be brought back 
from the East as quickly as possible to 
meet the local demand. These are the 
days when that little-known official, the 
car finder,” is kept busy. As both roads 
have just about as much business as they 
can comfortably handle freight rates are 
secure for the present. In Chicago, the 
focal point of the entire railroad service 


ot the country, the conflicting interests of 


the many roads centering there give rise 
almost daily to points of difference that 
if left unadjusted might tend to demoral- 
ize general traffic. At present, however, 
there is no disquietude in the air. with 
regard to Coast freight rates, save per- 
haps in one particular. When the mini- 
mum rate on wine from California points 
was raised by the Southern Pacific from 
30 cents to 50 cents, the Santa Fe mini- 
mum being then at the latter figure, it 
was an open question whether the rate 
should be raised to 75 cents. The de- 
moraliaztion in general rates which fol-

ufacturer. As à consequence the mer- 


chants are content to pay a higher freight] ~ 


rate and retaih the custom of the re- 
tailers. 

Shipments East, however, fall into a 
different category and if the rate oa Cali- 
fornia wine should be raised to 75 cents a 
united how! would go up. The point to be 
settled is very simple. Would such a 
rate compel the resumption of shipments 
around the Horn? If so the rate will not 
be made; if not, then in the not wo re- 
mote futuer the rate will be made.

He 
carried a heavy leather pocket-book in 
his inside pocket and within its folds 
were laid carefully away all of Mr. 
Morse’s annual passes over the multitudin- 
ous Toads of the country. While out with 
a coaching party given by Capt. Banning 
the valuable pocketbook was lost, at least 
Mr. Morse thinks it was during this trip 
that the mishap occurred. Now he is 
patiently sitting in his office at New Or- 
leans waiting in penitential mood until 
that bundle of passes are returned to him.

TWO NEW CARS. 


Two new composite cars were received 
by the Southern Pacific yesterday from 
the shops at Sacramento. They have 
been built especially for the Santa Ana 
branch, each car containing three com- 
partments. There is a commodious twenty- 
six-foot smoking compartment, a sixteen- 
foot baggage and express, and an eight- 
foot postal car. 


ORDERS FOR ROLLING STOCK. 

About a week ago allusion was made 
to the decline in orders for rolling stock 
since the close of the World’s Fair at 
Chicago. The Pullman Car Company, in 
its report, says that there can be no im- 
provement in the railroad business until a 
good crop.is assured, but in other lines 
business is giving evidence of improve- 
ment. The Southern Pacific has given or- 
ders for 350 ventilated fruit cars; the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas wants 2000 freight 
cars; the New York Central has placed 
orders for 3000 cars; the Illinois Central 
has ordered 1000 freight and 300 refriger- 
ator cars; the Duluth and Iron Range 
400 ore cars; the St. Louis and the Alton 
— Terre Haute 125 furniture and box 

The Southern Pacific order for forty 
new locomotives is now being filled and 
the Boston and Albany has placed an or- 


der for twenty freight docomotives at 


Schenectady, and the Lehigh Valley has 
ordered twenty-five freight and five. pas- 
senger locomotives from the Baldwin 
works. It will thus be seen that these 
large orders, while very satisfactory in 
themselves, have additional significance as 
indicating the expansion of business in 
various parts of the country. 

* THE MEXICAN LINES. 


The gross earnings of the Mexican Na- 
tional during the week ending on the 
2d inst. were $72,373.14, against $81,809.17 
in the corresponding week of 1894. The 
Sross receipts of the Interoceanic were 
$43,483.13, against $48,665.43. The gross 
receipts of the Vera Cruz road amounted 
to $68,368.39, against $64,215.39. The ap- 
proximate earnings of the Mexican Centra] 
System were $168,972.34, against $172, 
075.61 for the similar period last year. 

The pooling arrangement entered into 
between the four lines of road has not 
been finally ratified as the Vera Cruz 
Railroad has not yet decided to enter the 
combination. 

A PRIZE SUPERINTENDENT. 

It is an honor of which railroad men 
will doubtless be very proud that G. W. 
Prescott, who won the $50 gold medal 
awarded by the Chamber of Commerce for 
the best box of oranges, is an old-time 
railroad man. He is superintendent of mo- 
tive power om the Southern California 
road, and was prominently identified with 
the plan for applying the Booth oil-burning 
apparatus to the locomotives on that road. 

His orange grove that yielded the prize 
fruit is situated at Highlands, and Mr. 
Prescott has demonstrated the possibility 
of a man being a successful railroad official 
and a grower of prize fruit at one and the 
same time. 

AN INCREASED SERVICE.

Before the old board was finally laid to 
rest very complimentary resolutions were 
spread upon its minutes and ordered pub- 
lished, recognizing the faithful and effi- 
clent work done by the long-time secretary 
of the organization, J. J. Carrillo.
